Weather Bureau experts, revis- 
ing earlier forecasts downward, 
said the river here would crest 
at 40.3 feet “within the next few 
hours” istead of 40.5 next Mon- 
day, as formerly believed. Levee 
breaks upriver have sluiced off 
some -of the water, it was ex- 


plained. 

When the Mississippi climbed 
to 40.3 in 19¢7, it wrought dam- 
age along the waterfront which 
was estimated at $9,000,000. The 
only higher crest was the record 
41.39 reached 107 years ago. At 
I p.m. today the gauge was 40.2. 

Flood Ebbs at St. Charies. 

The. Missouri's crest passed 
flood-battered St. Charles yester- 
day with a level of 373 and 
raced toward the river’s conflu- 
ence with the Mississippi. At St. 
Charles this morning the stage 
had fallen .4 to a level of 36.9. 

Most of St. Louis is on high 
ground unaffected by the rising 
waters, but there has been con- 
siderable damage to waterfront 
industrial sections. The Missouri 
has inundated thousands of acres 
in St. Louis and St. Charles coun- 


ties. 

The flooding Mississippi has 
washed over low points in a nar- 
row strip along the arc of the’ St. 
Louis waterfont, engulfing rail- 
way tracks in North St. Louis and 
causing shutdowns of some indus- 
trial plants. At other points, sev- 
eral blocks from the river, seep- 
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Broadway streetcar moving slowly through water that has backed up fro

With the Mississippi almost at 
flood crest here, the Coast Guard 
today had two boats patrolling 
the river to stop “speeders.” 
Fast-moving motorboats and 
yachts, most of them carrying 
sightseers, were setting up waves 
that endangered dikes and levees 
already weakened by the surging 
flood, the Coast Guard explained. 
Persons who persist in speeding 
on the river will be arrested for 
violating a federal law that car- 
ries a maximum penalty of two 
years in prison and a $2000 fine. 
Airmen Welcomed. 


Scott Air Force Base personnel 
have been welcomed in the flood 
areas where they have been sent 
to lend aid. At West Alton, resi- 
dents set up an emergency station 
in the Catholic Church and pro- 
vided the airmen with three hot 
meals a day.

PLEADED GUILTY 


‘Move Would Save Him 


Sentence.

NEW YORK, July 21—Former 
Air Force Lt. Martin James 
Monti of Florissant admitted in 
United States district court here 
today that he pleaded guilty of 
treason in World War II after he 
had been informed the plea would 
save him from a possible death 
sentence or life imprisonment. 

Monti, who is seeking to annul 


guilty plea, admitted he wrote 


“coerced” him™ 
Under persistent cross-exami- 
nation by government counsel 


ted that he told the truth when 
he’ confessed treason in 1949 be- 
fore Judge Robert A. Inch, who 
is hearing the appeal. 

Monti asserted that his confes- 
sion to 10 overt acts included in 
the treason indictment was true, 
but that he did not intend to ad- 
mit treasonable intent. Because 
his statements were limitefl by 
his lawyers’ crders, he asserted, 
the court was deceived into judg- 
ing him guilty. 

War on Germany “Mistake.” 

Both Stryker and-Shapiro knew 
Monti had told acquaintances 
that the United States “had made 
a terrible mistake by fighting 
Germany instead of Commu- 
nism,” the witness stated. He 
denied, however, having said that 
he intended joining Germany if 
Army duty took him abroad. 

“I think that’s the opinion of 
all good Americans now,” he re- 
plied when - Assistant United 
States Attorney General Victor 
Woerheide asked him if he had 
been opposed to the war with 
Germany. He said he had not 
decided “to help save Europe 
from Communism” before he was 
sent for wartime service in India. 

He denied informing his law- 
yers that he had told friends that 
was his intention or that he had 
later admitted to them it was his 
purpose. He said emphatically 
he had not expressed the view 
that the German government was 
superior to that of the United 
States. 

“Well, did you say that Ger- 
many was on the right side and 
the United States on the wrong 
side?” Woerheide asked. 

“Possibly,” the witness replied, 
unblinkingly. 

Continued questioning brought 
the admission only that Monti 
had told acquaintances that he 
would “like to help this country 
keep the Communists from taking 
Europe.” 

“Did you say we had a good 
deal to learn from Germany?” 

“I hardly think I said that.” 

Question on Hitler. 

“Did you say you were going 
to see Hitler?” 

“No, I told them I had hitch- 
hiked to Italy where I had taken 
the plane to fly over the front 
lines.” 

Monti said he had not told his 
lawyers that he asked to be taken 
to Berlin when he landed at the 
Nazi field. He refused severab re- 
quests to “go to work for them,” 
he said. Finally, he did so, decid- 
ing “that if I wanted to do some- 
thing for my own country, I must 
accept their proposition.” 

Thereafter; he was removed to 
a Red Cross camp, considerably 
more comfortable than his former 
place of os ope & 

Monti told how the Germans 
supplied him with civilian attire 
to replace the uniform of an 
‘American Army officer he was 
wearing, and began preparation 
with him of a series of recordings 
to be used for propaganda beamed 
to his former comrades. He de- 
clined the request of the Nazi 
broadcasters, Monti said, to broad- 
cast directly to American troops 
on battle transmitters “as this 
would not conform to my own 
private motives.” 

Asked About Motives. 

Asked the nature of those mo- 
tives, he replied that he “hoped 
to be of some use to the United 
States to prepare itself for the 
menace of Communism,” 

Monti admitted that his Ger- 
man associates, some of whom 
were members of the elite S.S. 
corps, gave him a pisté6l. This he 
took to the room they had ar- 
ranged for him to occupy, situ- 
ated conveniently near the radio 
station. : 

All his broadcasts were made 
from script prepared by others, 
he maintained. Monti denied he 
had told a Post-Dispatch reporter 
that he personally had prepared 
six manuscripts, describing Allied 
“murdering of innocent civilians,” 
after an excursion to Hungary 
which previously. had been occu- 
pied by Russians. 

Uncomfortable. Session. 

Under persistent cross exami- 
nation by Woerheide, Monti spent 
an uncomfortable afternoon in 
the witness stand, confronted by 
conflicting accounts attributed to 
him on the conditions of his un- 
authorized flight to the Nazi-held 
airport near Milan, Italy.

Their voices were fresh, well pro- 
jected, and emotionally colored. 
Moreover, each performance was 
distinguished by a crystal clear 
enunciation of the text. 

Laura Marriott, soloist in the 
Handel harp concerto, kept the 
solo instrument nicely balanced 
with the orchestra and sustained 
the line effectively in the two 
fast movements. She also made a 
discriminating use of dynamic 
contrasts. Altogether the spright- 
ly passages went very well in- 
deed. The open air was not favor- 
able to the carrying power of the 
harp tone and the slow movement 
suffered accordingly, but the 
decorative cadenza kept the listen- 
ers’ interest from sagging. 
Conductor Chapple opened his 
program with Mozart’s “Eine 
Kleine Nachtmusik,” which has 
served as a-kind of motto piece 
for the Little Symphony. It was 
played on this occasion as a me- 
morial to the late L. Benoist 
Tompkins, once president of the 
organization and one of its most 
valued and devoted supporters. 
The performance was such as ‘to 
emphasize its grace. The easy, 


legro—which was much slower 
than one usually hears—showed 
excellent judgment. 

Haydn’s Symphony No. 93 had 
an enkindling and volatile genial- 
ity.

Olive, Ill., from 1886 to 1901, but 
after his father’s death he retired 
and had no occupation other than

IN THE RUSSIAN ZONE, the visitors said, 
TV sets have been in mass production since 1946 
in Sovietized German factories.

Your Food Problems - 


Using Tomatoes in a Meal 
By Edith M. Barber 


grown tomatoes, and during 

the local season when this 
vegetable is really’ cheap we are 
likely to use it daily in some form 
or other. Not all of us can pick 
tomatoes as they ripen from our 
own garden, but this is one vege- 
table that changes little during 
short shipmenf. 

At the market, we can pick a 
pound or two of perfectly ripe 
fruit, or we can buy a larger 
quantity, some of which is. just 
ready to use and know that the 
rest of it will ripen well by the 
time we are ready to use it for 
slicing or salad. When they are 
to be cooked, we like tomatoes 
more firm. Eggs baked in tomato 
shells, topped with bacon make a 
good supper dish. The pulp that 
is removed when it is scooped out 
may be used in a cream sauce to 
serve with the baked tomatoes. 
Or, it may be reserved to flavor 
scrambled eggs on another day. 
It also gives a tangy flavor to 
French dressing or to mayonnaise. 

Another good supper dish is a 
baked macaroni and cheese cus- 
tard topped with a sliced tomato. 
Baked potatoes are good accom- 
paniments for either of these 
dishes if you want a hearty meal, 
and the oven might as well be

One cup cooked elbow maca- 
roni, one-half cup cheese, 
two cups milk, scalded, four eggs, 
beaten, two tablespoons melted 
butter or margarine, three-quarter 
teaspoon salt, dash of pepper, one- 
eighth teaspoon onion juice, two 
medium tomatoes, sliced. 

Divide macaroni into buttered 
custard cups. Soften cheese and 
add milk gradually, mixing until 
smooth. Stir in beaten eggs. but- 
ter or margarine, three-quarter 
teaspoon salt, pepper, and_ onion 
juice. Pour ure over maca- 
roni. Set cups in pan of hot water 
which reaches almost to top rim 
of custard cups. Bake in moderate 
oven (325 degrees F.) 20 minutes, 
Brush tomato slices with butter 
or margarine and place one slice 
on top of each custard. Continue 
baking 15 minutes, Yield: Six 
seven servings. *
